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Page 32, line 24. after "tickets.", insert --I FIG. 13 is a flow chart of an exemplary process 1300 
by which a customer may purchase one or more lottery tickets instead of receiving change 
during a merchandise transaction. With reference to FIG. 13, the process 1300 begins in step 
1301 wherein a POS terminal operator employs a POS terminal to input information related to 
an item to be purchased by the customer and an amount of money tendered by the customer to 
pay for the item. In step 1302, the POS terminal calculates an amount of change due to the 
customer based on the amount of money tendered to pay for the item. In step 1303, the POS 
terminal allows the customer to purchase at least one lottery ticket based on the amount of 
change due to the customer; and in step 1304, the POS terminal operator receives a request 
from the customer to purchase one or more lottery tickets in exchange for the amount of change 
due to the customer. In step 1305, the POS terminal records (on a recording medium) the 
merchandise transaction and the amount of lottery tickets purchased with the calculated amount 
of change. Following step 1305 the process 1300 ends.
